Actor Eric Braeden came to Cal State : 
Long Beach on Monday to take part in 
a reading of the works of Heinrich von 
Kleist, the famed 18th century German 
writer who is considered one of the ear- 
liest modern short story writers, as part 
of a worldwide reading event. 

Braeden won an Emmy in 1997 
for playing Victor -Newman in “The 
Young and the Restless.” He was also 
cast in the blockbuster movie “Titanic” 
as John Jacob Astor. ° 

He brought his theatrical talents to 
a reading of “The Beggarwoman of 
Locarno” from a podium set up on the 
edge of the bookstore lawn.

Cal State Long Beach nutrition 
professor Gail Frank is coordinating 
an effort to eventually have CSULB 
graduates educate pre-school students 
on healthy eating habits. 

The program is divided into three 
phases: Develop a tool kit, certify 
undergraduates and educate the com- 
munity. _ - 

Although the second phase won’t 
begin for another four years, students 
at the university, regardless of their 
area of study, will be able to take 
courses in health science and nutrition 
to earn a certificate to teach in a com- 
munity setting. 

This program was funded by a $3.5 
million grant to Cal State Long Beach 
that was approved by the Department 


of Agriculture last year. 

Long Beach has 31 grocery stores, 
104 fast food restaurants and 133 
mini-markets, according to 2010 busi- 
ness licenses obtained by ReThinking 
Greater Long Beach. 

The nonprofit group revealed. 27 
percent of fifth-, seventh- and ninth- 
graders are obese. The findings are 
based off government-compiled data 
of 5,000 students within the Long 
Beach Unified School District. 

“Tf children keep this rate of obesi- 
ty, they will not live longer than their 
parents,” Frank said. 

Nationally, 17 percent of children 
are obese, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

“T see it every day,” said physical 
education teacher Michael Guzik, 
from Downey. 

Athletic training major Ashley 
Broughton, 24, said fast food is the 
likely culprit. 

“It’s not good for you, but it’s quick 
and easy,” she said. 

Long Beach resident Cheryl Shel- 
ton said she doesn’t let her children 
eat fast food. She said children should 
be taught healthy eating habits at a 
young age and there should be more 
public service announcements on TV 
to encourage them.

The study also revealed greater in- 
stances of obese children living near 
mini markets and fast food retailers in 
Long Beach. 

Cal State Dominguez Hills nurs- 
ing professor Lauren Outland, a reg- 
istered nurse who works with immi- 
grant families, said there are a number 
of setbacks that don’t necessarily stem 
from fast food and sugary drinks. 

She said sugary drinks serve two 
purposes for immigrants from coun- 
tries suffering from food scarcity: 
Love and affluence. 

“If you have a few extra dollars — 
if you want to treat your children — 
that’s what you’re going to give them,” 


Outland said. “That was something 
only truly affluent families in Mexico 
and Central America could give their 
kids. It’s a sign of wealth.” 

Healthier alternatives, such as 
fresh fruits and homemade meals, of- 
ten labeled with higher prices, deter 
families with tight budgets and busy 
schedules. Fast food restaurants con- 
tinue to be a cheap and convenient op- 
tion for families on the go. 

Outland, who specializes in weight 
control, said teens tackling obesity al- 
most have no chance of reversing its 
effects. She said the best way to pre- 
vent full onset of diabetes is through 
prevention.

CSULB students 
share their stories of 
finding a sorority to 
meet their needs.

Wanting more out of her college ex- 
perience than attending class and get- 
ting a degree, Cal State Long Beach 
student Gladys Nieves-Zavala joined a 
sorority to gain a sense of identity. 

“I never really belonged to a group,” 
former member of Tri Delta Nieves- 
Zavala said. “I was just trying to g 


. where I belonged.” : 


CSULB assistant professor of psy- 
chology Dustin B.. Thoman said this 
desire of wanting to belong often dom- 
inates the reasons why students join 
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fraternities and sororities. 

People want to stand out so they 
gladly become members of these ex- 
clusive social groups, according to 
Thoman. 

“People do this with fashion all the 
time,” Thoman said. “‘I’m kind of prep- 
py,’ ‘I dress business-like, ‘I’m punk,’ 
‘’m casual,’ ‘I’m a beach person,’ ‘I 
skateboard on campus,’ those are all 
different ways of showing people your 
personality and your identity that peo- 
ple can see.” 

Not only did Nieves-Zavala want to 
belong to a group, but she also wanted a 
certain self-image. 

“I wanted to be in Gamma Phi Beta 
because | thought it was cool to be 
glitzy and glamorous,” she said. 

Looking back, Nieves-Zavala said 
her struggle to meet the demands of her 
sorority went against her family values 
at times, such as staying out until the 
early hours of the morning. But for the 
sake of belonging, she was willing to 
overlook these things. 

Other sorority girls have also made 
sacrifices to gain a sense of belonging. 

Former member of Tri Delta and high 
school athlete April Boos came to col- 
lege looking for a place to belong, like 
she had in high school as a track and 
field star, but with her 20-hour work 
schedule, she could not keep the time 
commitment that many sports usually 
require. Instead, she turned to a soror- 
ity to fill that sense of belonging. 

But over time, Boos experienced dif- 
ficulty in paying her sorority dues. And 
as aresult, she took drastic measures to 
avoid getting kicked out of her new so- 
cial home in Tri Delta. 


“I would steal the clothes I needed 
to wear to an event,” Boos said. “I even 
donated my eggs.” 

Boos donated her reproductive eggs 
three times, each time receiving at least 
$5,000 that she used to help pay for her 
sorority expenses, among other things, 
as a full-time student. é 

Even though no one forced Boos and 
Nieves-Zavala to make such choices, 
the very nature of the Greek system can 
command that type of absolute faithful- 
ness psychologically, Thoman said. 

Sometimes a member may be fined 
if that member isn’t able to attend an 
event or pay dues on time, Nieves- 
Zavala said. At one time, Nieves-Zav- 
ala had stopped attending her sorority 
events and soon found a bill for $900 
that she owed her sorority. 

According to Thoman, the sacrific- 
es made by Greeks are largely due to 
psychological dissonance that says if a 
person has to work hard for something, 
the more value it will have. In some 
way, that is why some sororities and 
fraternities set the bar so high to join 
them so members feel they are a part of 
something special and, thus, will build 
a commitment to them, Thoman said. 

Not everyone can join a sorority or 
fraternity, and it isn’t particularly easy 
to get out, said former member of the 
Alpha Phi sorority Taylor Ann Roberts- 
White. 

Roberts-White never formally joined 
the sorority but remained closely affili- 
ated with the Greek system. When she 
decided to finally cut off all associa- 
tions with Alpha Phi, the sorority asked 
her to detail her reasons for leaving in 
a set of emails to the president of the 
sorority. 

Even though CSULB has four coun- 
cils that oversee the Greek system, the 
Panhellenic Council has received criti- 


cism from some students. 

Sophomore co-ed fraternity mem- 
ber Maria Calvillo was looking to get 
involved with the Greek system but felt 
excluded from many of the Panhellenic 
sororities during Greek Week. 

“T felt out of place just because it’s 
out of my comfort zone,” Calvillo said. 
“Wherever I felt right or wherever I felt it 
was home for me, that’s what I went for.” 

Alpha Omicron Pi member Kaitlyn 
Gricar had a similar experience when 
she went to Greek recruitment-week. 

“Going through recruitment, I tried 
to keep an open mind and get to know 
some of the girls but they just didn’t 
click,” Gricar said. “There was a reason 
I didn’t want to go to a couple of houses. 
You get, not necessarily, the friendliest 
vibe from some people.” 

But even though this “vibe” is felt by 
some and seen as offensive, Thoman 
said he doesn’t believe that people con- 
sciously create this social division. 

Naturally, people gravitate to others 
with the same interests, characteristics 
and style, according to Thoman. This 
type of social decision-making hap- 
pens subconsciously all the time and is 
a normal part of interactions, but it is 
only magnified in sororities and frater- 
nities because of their formal structure, 
Thoman said. 

“They persistently try to find people 
that fit perfectly,” Roberts-White said. 
“You can kind of tell where everyone is 
going to go.” 

According to Thoman, this unique 
identity seems to be the reason why 
these organizations are so exclusive and 
hard to get into. Otherwise, Thoman 
said, “It would psychologically defeat 
the purpose of belonging to a group.” 

According to Nieves-Zavala, the deci- 
sion to be in a sorority depends on what 
you want to be identified as in college. 
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Sororities set the bar high for prospective members so that every- 
one involved feels like they are a part of something special.

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translation, he re-read the story in its 
original German with a full repertoire 
of the language’s verbal’ embellish- 
ments.

Afterwards, the actor lauded the con- 
tributions of German-Americans and 
called German a beautiful language. 
He urged the-audience to study for- 
eign languages and bade them to “stay 
cool” on the chilly November evening 
in which dozens of excerpts were read 
by students and faculty as the sun set. 
The event commemorated the 200th 
anniversary of the author’s suicide, 
which some audience members marked 


with commemorative T-shirts and pins. 

Several said they felt compelled by 
the biography of Kleist, who agreed to 
a suicide pact with an actress who was 
dying of cancer. 

On Nov. 21, 1811 — exactly two hun- 
dred years ago — Kleist and the girl 
traveled together to an inn near Pots- 
dam. 

There, Kleist shot the terminally 
ill girl and then himself, fulfilling his 
longtime desire to commit suicide and 
ending his brilliant, if unrecognized, 
literary career. 

“All these things showed how he 
thought and lead up to his suicide,” said 
Christine Rivera, senior comparative lit- 
erature and German studies double major. 
“Tt was kind of dark and a lot of times 


overly funny.” 

The writings of Kleist.are praised to- 
day for their psychological insight and 
sexuality. Kleist was deeply influenced 
by Immanuel Kant and troubled by the 
uncertainties of life to a point that al- 
most seems nihilistic. 

“He is probably the first author to 
capture the sense of literary moderni- 
ty,” said Jeff High, professor of German 
studies at CSULB. “There are no easy 
solutions in the world of Heinrich von 
Kleist. No secure knowledge, no reli- 
gion, no political solutions, just subjec- 
tive helplessness. Modern people relate 
to it.” 

“He has a way to create jaw drop- 
ping horror at the human condition,” 
High added.

By using several large-scale props, 
such as video projections, the dancer- 
illusionists conveyed a sense of fantasy 
and curiosity. A woman, in a white 
dress, ran around the stage while her 
image was also projected on a screen 
behind her. What seemed like'a calm 
performance changed when the use of 
lighting turned to lightning that fol= 
lowed the sounds of rain to a vicious 
storm. Two men with large flags waved 
their banners around the stage as the 
video projection and flashing lights 
slowed their movements to their ee- 
rie stop motion. Using that motion to 
their advantage, the flags were spun in 
around the men and created an equally 
terrifying tornado. 

In one of the first pieces of the show, 
a woman wearing a nude-colored top 


and bottoms laid on an incline plane 
made of mirrors. Before her piece had 
begun, audience members whispered 
to each other asking whether or not she 
was wearing something.

Another dark, romantic film of the 
“Twilight Saga” was released last 
weekend finally fulfilling the anxious 
hopes of.all die-hard “Twilight” fans. 

Within the first five minutes of 
“Breaking Dawn,” Jacob Black (Tay- 
lor Lautner), already had his shirt off, 
which easily provokes many female 
viewers to squeal with excitement in 
the theaters. 

The film starts off with Bella (Kris- 
ten Stewart) and Edward’s (Robert Pat- 
tinson) wedding. The anxious couple 
prepares themselves for the journey 
they are about to embark on, whilst 
the lingering question of exactly when 
Bella will be turned into a vampire is 
not entirely sure. When conflicts arise 
at the wedding, it is revealed that Bella 
and Edward plan to celebrate their 

' Honeymoon night just like any other 
newly weds — Bella wants to lose her 
virginity before changing into a vam- 
pire. 


When Bella misses her period, she 
and Edward begin to worry. The rest 
of the film plays out Bella’s mysterious 
pregnancy — which should have been 
impossible, since Edward is a vampire. 
Bella struggles with the pregnancy and 
is told she may have to die in order to 
have the child. Through this, Jacob 
and Edward becoming increasingly 
concerned and must choose between 
their long-lasting rivalry or overcom- 
ing their differences in order to save 
Bella. 

Lautner and Pattinson (Edward Cul- 
len) clearly play the all-star hotties of 
the film, but both also give excellent 
performances in Breaking Dawn. 

Lautner shows a much softer and 
passionate side to his character in 
this film. Jacob has always stayed 
loyal to his love for Bella, even when 
Bella has chosen another man. Even 
through all this, Lautner is able to 
portray a character struggling be- 
tween the need to protect his beloved 
Bella and from just outright hurt from 
unrequited love. 

Pattinson also. gives a noteworthy 
performance in “Breaking Dawn.” Of 


course, he plays a heartthrob — and, ; 


in most cases, his appearance on the 
screen is enough to please the audience 
— but he is able to add seriousness’and 
urgency to his character in this film. He 
shows his darker side as well, reveal- 
ing an intimate secret from his past to 
Bella. 

Also, “Breaking Dawn” does an ex- 


traordinary job in keeping the film ap- 
propriate for its audience. Although the 
film is moving up in more adult-type 
situations that some people may deem 
too “racy” for teens, the movie does 
address those situations involving lust, 
sex and teenagers in a way that still 
promotes the morality of true love. 

The film also has noteworthy’ spe- 
cial effects. The werewolves look very 
realistic, especially when talking and 
during the action scenes. There is a lot 
more dialogue with the werewolves in 
“Breaking Dawn,” and they success- 


fully show raw emotion and expression © 


on their faces. 

Also, is it impressive how the film- 
makers were able to alter Stewart’s 
body to portray her being sick. In the 
movie, she becomes ill while pregnant, 
and she appears almost skeleton-like 
and near death. 

The film in itself is much more fast- 
paced than the previous two “Twilight” 
films. In every scene of the movie, 
something new happened. The strug- 
gles that are brought up in this movie 
are also very unexpected and keep au- 
diences wondering what will happen 
next. 

“Breaking Dawn” is one of the more 
enjoyable movies of the “Twilight 
Saga,” simply because it is able to keep 
things moving fast, and keep the audi- 
ence entertained.

Long Beach State men’s basketball 
point guard Casper Ware earned the 
Lou Henson Award, Big West Confer- 
ence and College Sports Madness Mid- 
Major Player of the Week on Monday. 

It marked the second time Ware has 
earned conference player of the week in 
his four years at LBSU and second time 
in two weeks that a 49er has received 
the nod. Senior guard Larry Anderson 
nabbed the award last week. 

The Lou Henson Award is presented 
annually and weekly to the top Mid- 
Major player in Division I college bas- 
ketball. 

Ware led the 49ers to one of the big-

gest wins in program history with a 
career-best effort. He amassed a career- 
high 28 points to lead the “Niners to an 
86-76 victory at No. 9 Pittsburgh last 
Wednesday. 

The 49ers became just the second 
non-Big East team to. ever win at the 
Petersen Events Center. 

Ware’s impressive performance in- 
cluded 10 of 18 shooting from the field, 
a perfect 4 of 4 at the free throw line 
and six assists while committing just 
one turnover. He also knocked down 
four 3-pointers against the Panthers. 

Ware’s stellar play didn’t stop there. 
He tallied a game-high of 26 points, 
four rebounds and six assists last Sat- 
urday in a 77-73 overtime loss against 
San Diego State. 

He knocked down all but one of his 
12 free throw attempts in the game, 
including a pair with three seconds to 
play that pushed the game into over- 
time. 

For the week, Ware shot 50.0 .per- 
cent (17 of 34) from the floor and 93.8 
percent (11 of 12) at the charity stripe. 
In addition, he has scored at least 20 
points in all three of LBSU’s contests 
this season.
